GLOSSARY. OF CIVIL DEFENSE. WORDS AND. TERMS 


AIR BURST: Detonation of explosive ordnance (nuclear or other) in the air. For nuclear bombs this 
means high enough in the air so that the fireball does not reach the ground. 


ALPHA PARTICLES; Positively’ charged particles emitted by some radioactive materials. They are 
dangerous only if ingested, inhaled, or by other means enter. the body. 


AREA TARGET: A target covering a considerable space, as distinct from 2 point target. 


ATOMIC BOMB OR WEAPON: A device which utilizes fission reactions to obtain energy for destruc- 
tive purposes. 5 


BETA PARTICLES: Negatively charged radiation particles that are hazardous to the body, both 
externally and internally. 


BIOLOGICAL WARFARE (BW): The use of living organisms or their products to cause death, dis- 
ability, or damage in man, animals, and crops. : 


CHEMICAL WARFARE (CW): The use of chemicals ini the form of solids, liquids, or gases to cause 
death, injury, or damage. 


DOSIMETER: An instrument for measuring and registering total accumulated ionizing radiation 
exposure, 


EVACUATION: Organized, timed, and supervised dispersal of civilians from dangerous and poten- 
tially dangerous areas, their reception and care in safer areas, and their return to their owa home 
communities, 


FALLOUT: The phenomenon whereby debris (dirt) particles, contaminated by radioactive material, 
fall back to the earth's surface from the bomb cloud. 


FIRE STORM: Stationary mass fire generally in built-up urban areas aad strong, in-rushing 
winds from all sides which keep fires from spreading while adding fresh oxygea which increases 
its intensity. E 


GAMMA RAY: High energy nuclear rays which can damage the body by penetration. 
GEIGER-MUELLER (G-M) COUNTER: Highly sensitive instrument for detecting radiation. 
GROUND OBSERVER: Volunteer aircraft spotter for the Ground Observer Corps. 


GROUND ZERO: The point on the earth’s surface directly below a ouclear bomb air burst, directly 
above a subsurface burst, or at which 2 surface burst occurs, 


INCENDIARY BOMB: Bomb designed to initiate fires. 


LODGING: A temporary place to live when evacuated before an attack or when homeless after an 
attack (distinguished from “shelter” which offers special protection against weapons and effects). 


NEUTRONS: Highy penetrating nuclear radiation particles emitted at the moment of explosion. 


NUCLEAR BOMB OR WEAPON: A device which utilizes nuclear fission or fusion reactions to obtain 
energy for destructive purposes. 


PSYCHOLOGICAL WARFARE: The use by an enemy of rumors, half-truths, propaganda, and covert 
operations leiding to panic, fright, and disordered Aight, which’may destroy people's will to resist. 


RADIOACTIVITY: Spontaneous disintegration or nuclear transformation of certain atoms in which 
eneray is released, ‘The process is accompanied by emission of one or mote types of radiation (alpha, 
eta, OF gamma). 


REFUGE: Any enclosure that will give some protection from the effects of weapons in the absence of 
a specially built shelter structure, 


SHELTER: A specially built steucture for protecting people, records, or equipment, from blast, thermal 
effects, and initial and residual radiation in attack. 


SURFACE BURST: Detonation of explosive ordnance on or close to the ground or water surface. A 
nuclear bomb surface burst is characterized by the fireball touching the ground or water surface. 


SURVEY RATE METERS: Portable instruments such as Geiger counters and ionization chambers used 
» to detect radiation and measure dase rate. 


TARGET: Any facility or group of facilities which because of large population concentration and/or 
for vital nature of the i rodiices Oc Seeylate (6 aioe “ieleace presumed-to be a likely mark for 
enemy attack. 


THERMONUCLEAR BOMB OR WEAPON: A device which makes use of thermonuclear fusion 
reaction to obtain energy for destructive purposes.
